They finally decided that if they 
were to get anywhere they would have 
to use thelr own ingenuity. Acting 
on this decision they visited Close’s 
candy factory and thanks to the kind- 
ness of fhe manager, who is a Rindge 
graduate, they got a small quantity of 
candy on the credit of the club, At 
the next football game they put this 
candy on sale and before the game was 
half over they were all sold out. ‘Lhey 
had discovered the road to success. 
At qvery home game thereafter, a 
zroup of loyal club members could be 
seen going thru the stands selling “‘pop- 
corn, chewgng-gum and chocolate.”’ 
However, selling candy on a small 
scale doesn’t make one rich. The end 
of the season found the club with a 
orofit of eighteen dollars, a mere drop 
in the bucket, considering the sxty dol- 
lars they had planned on.

‘They 
were sticking to there program of per- 
severance and ingenuity.

With the eighteen dollars they went 
all over Boston looking for a bargain.

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In order to secure satisfactory 
results in long distance reception, an 
- amplifier of some kind is necessary. It 
is not the purpose of this article to 
explain the many types of amplifiers 
available, but rather to present some 
practical information concerning one 
particular type - the vacuum tube am- 
plifier, which has proved itself to be 
the best 

There are, broadly speaking, two 
types of tube amplifiers: audio freq- 
uency and radio frequency. Each 
has its inherent advantages and 
- faults, and so to secure the very best 
results, both types should be used, 
since using one type reduces materi- 
ally the disadvantages of the other 
What is the function of a radio freq- 
uency amplifier? A radio frequency 
amplifier should be used when long 
distance reception is required, but 
where volume is unnecessary; in a 
word, it brings in the long distance 
stations, but it does effect the 
volume of the local stations appre- 
ciably. It is always connected in 
the set before the detector, since its 
function is to complify thte very weak 
impulses that are tuned in, before 
they reach the detector. These im- 
pulses, after being turned in and am- 
plified, are now fed to the detector, 
which rectifies them. 

Suppose we wish to use a loud 
speaker. Here is where our audio 
frequency amplification proves a ser- 
vice. This type of amplifier, recei- 
ving the now-audible signal, amplifies 
it at audio frequency, that is, at.a 
frequency audible to the human ear. 
We can apply this type of amplifier 
to any signal which is already audi-

ble, and secure sufficient output to 
operate a loude speaker. Now that 
we have seen what the two types of 
amplifiers will do, let us stop a mo- 
ment and two short comings of each. 
Although, as noted above, radio fre- 
quency is fine for long distance re- 
sults, it fails to secure volume. There- 
fore it should be ysed only in conjunc- 
tion with an audio frequency amplifi- 
er, if appreciable volume ‘is desired. 

An audio frequency amplifier will 
amplify only what is already audible, 
and so fails bodly if one tries to use It 
for long distance alone. It will be 
readily seen, from the above, that 
both types, for the reasons given 
above. But using both types involves 
considerable expense, both in tubes 
and transformers, not to mention bat- 
teries. What, then, provides a sat- 
isfactory solution to the problem? 
The answer lies in using a “reflex” 


type of set, in which one tube in used 
to amplify simultaneously at audio 
and radio frequency, thereby saving 
money in tubes and batteries. Such 
sets may be constucted in one two, 
and three tube models, at no great 
expense and give results nothing 


short of marvelous. An easy set to 


build, and ion which is highly  sat- 
tisfactory, as well as reasonable price 
is the one tube reflex. Such a set 
involves but an outlay of twenty--five 
dollars, and gives result which are 
gratifying. A radius of two thousand 
miles, during the winter, would be an 
approximate range for such a_ set. 

The radio art #s ever advancing. 
Who would have thought, two thou- 
sand miles could be assembled for 
twenty-five dollars? Radio is ad- 
vancing no one can tell what the future 
holds in store for us, time only will tell.

As long as this movement continues 
it is safe to say that the true demo- 
cratic spirit intended by Mr. Rindge 
when he founded the school, will be 
perpetuated. 

To continue this movement, how- 
ever, every student must help. The 
best way of helping is to join some 
club. Let our motto be “Every 
Rindge Student a Club Member,” and 
let us watch the results.

BUILD A SUMMER RADIO SET 


Every year, when spring comes rolling 
around, we get bitten by that insidious in- 
sect “laziness,” and as a consequence get 
an attack of “spring fever.” The boys in 


-the Radio Club have been no exception to 


this, and it has been with difficulty that 
we have been able to secure a quorum, 
the last two meetings. 

Fellows! Thisstate of affairs will never 
do. Let us get together, as we always have 
and put over business in our old accus- 
tomed manner. 

Spring is here, and before long, summer 
will be here, and most of us will put away 
our radio sets and seek enjoyment else- 
where; no doubt many of us will go on 
vacations. I wonder how many of us 
realize what a source of added pleasure a 


- portable radio set would give, on a vaca- 


tion trip? Away from all centers of civili- 
zation, away from the humdrum of busy 
city life —a radio set can be made a boon. 
Nor issuch a set expensive. About fifteen 
dollars rightly used could make an ex- 
cellent portable reciever capable of receiv- 
ing at least several hundred miles. 

Let us consider what kind of a set would 
best fulfill our purposes. For economy of 
tubes and batteries, the “reflex” set is un- 
excelled; so let us consider a one tube re- 
ceiver of this type. For the container, any 
square wooden receptacle would be used. 
For tuning, a small “spider web” type of 
vario coupler, shunted by a small variable 
condenser would suffice. The tube might 
well be the UV199 since it takes so little 
current. Three standard dry cells, and 
two small “b” batteries would run the tube 
for months. A good audio and radio fre- 
quency transformer, a few fixt condensers, 
a pair of headphones, a socket, rheostat and 
a few binding posts complete the set. The 
diagram used can be either the Acme, Erla, 
or Rasla,— all are good. 

With such a set available radio can be 
made to add much to the joy of vacation.
